Of Bremer Is Read 


UPPER MARLBORO, Md 
(AP)-The 
defense rested its case in the trial of Arthu r 
H. Bremer today after reading to a hu shed 
ju ry a step-by -step accou nt of how Bremer 
planned and failed to assassinate Presi­ 
dent Nix on in Ottawa, Canada. 
Bremer did not testify in his defense, bu t 
his father, William Bremer, appeared 
briefly in Prince Georges Cou nty Circu it 
Cou rt. He was not ask ed any thing abou t 
his son. 
As Bremer bu ried his head in his arms. 
Benjamin Lipsitz, his attorney , read page 
after page from Bremer’s diary that told of 
his failu re to get into the hotel where he 
thou ght Nix on wou ld be stay ing, his failu re 
to get into the airport where the President 
was to land and hnally , his failu re to get 
off a shot as the President’s car ru shed by 
The diary related that Bremer, the 
accu sed assailant of Alabama Gov George 
C. Wallace, had only a glimpse of Nix on as

President’s 
motorcade 
from

airport sped by on the way into Ottawa 
du ring a v isit in April 
“He went by before 1 k new it,’’ Bremer 
wrote in the diary . 
“A dark silhou ette ru shed by in a black 
car. 
“All ov er. 
“1 had missed it The best chance to get 
him was ov er ” 
Lipsitz, who had read the first 35 pages of 
the 114*page diary at a late night session 
Wednesday , pick ed u p where he left off as 
the trial on state charges entered its fou rth 
day today . 
Bremer has pleaded innocent by reason 
of insanity to 17 charges stemming from 
the shooting of Wallac-e and three other 
persons at a Lau rel. Md. political rally May 
15 
Lipsitz is reading the entire diary to the 
ju ry , apparently hoping it will back u p his 
contention that Bremer is legally insane 
and not responsible for his actions. 


Ex cerpts from the diary read today 
went into great detail abou t Bremer’s trip 
from Milwau k ee to Ottawa with two gu ns 
in his car 
The doc'u ment related that once Bremer 
got to Ottawa he ask ed for the finest hotel 
and tried to get a room there. 
“At the best place in Ottawa, I thou ght 
Nix on wou ld be stay ing there I wanted to 
be close to him and liv e it u p in the last few 
day s .’’the diary said. 
The hotel was fu ll, howev er, and Bremer 
had to look elsewhere for a room 
He wrote in his diary ex tensiv ely of 
efforts the nex t day to find ou t where 
Nix on wou ld be arriv ing and how he wou ld 
come into the city

SALT Talks Accord Hasn 't En ded Nu clear Arms Race 


Editor s note—This is the last 
of three articles assessing the 
comparative military strength 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union and their allies in West­ 
ern Europe.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nuclear weapons race is far 
from over, despite the recent 
U.S.-Soviet strategic arms limi­ 
tation agreement. 
That pact does put a lid on 
the number of strategic offen­ 
sive missile launchers and anti­ 
missile defenses on both sides. 
But it does not curb the num­ 
ber of hydrogen warheads that 
may be carried by offensive 
missiles. Nor does it ban devel­ 
opment of improved offensive 
weapons. 
While this race continues, the 
United States has conceded the 
Soviets a wide lead in ground 


combat forces by cutting the 
U.S. Army to its smallest size 
in a generation. Further, the 
Soviets have been outbuilding 
the U.S. Navy by a mai^in of 2 
to 1 in recent years and are re­ 
ported on the verge of an even 
greater naval effort. 


When the arms limitation 
pact was completed. Dr. Henry 
A. Kissinger, President Nixon's 
national security adviser, ac­ 
knowledged that “ technological 
change ...is one of the great 
driving forces of the arms race 
at this particular point.” 
Kissinger has indicated that 
U.S. negotiators will try during 
the next round of U.S.-Soviet 
talks to settle this and other 
still unresolved issues of nucle­ 
ar arms control. 


It took about 2‘a years for 
U.S. and Soviet diplomats to 
come to terms on a treaty to 
restrict 
antimissile 
defenses 
and on a parallel first step 
agreement to limit numbers of 


land-based intercontinental bal­ 
listic missiles and submarine- 
launched ballistic missiles. 
With that precedent, it is rea­ 
sonable to expect years of 
wrangling before the United 
States and the Soviet Union can 
reach accord on ceilings for 
multiple warheads, bombers, 
and shorter-range missiles—if 
they ever do agree. 
Meanwhile, Pentagon officials 
are certain the Russians will 
work 
hard 
to overcome a 
strong U.S. lead in deploying 
multiple independently targe- 
table warheads—MIRVs. 
MIRVs are warheads which 
launch in clusters aboard a 
single missile, then separate to 
hit targets up to several hun­ 
dreds of miles apart. 
Since the arms limitation 
agreements were signed in late 
May, U.S. reconnaissance satel­ 
lites have detected a new series 
of Soviet research and develop­ 
ment tests of MIRV-type de­ 
vices.

She is not overweight but 
she refuses to have a checkup 
Any advice you can give will 
be greatly appreciated. 
Dear Read er — No Progeria 
is a disease that affects infants 
and children. It is an endocrine 
disorder which results in a 10- 
or 12-year-old boy have many of 
the manifestations of a 70- or 80- 
year-old man, including heart 
disease and baldness A person 
who starts developing signs of 
aging at 50 wouldn’t be in that 
category at all. 
There are some points in your 
letter 
worth 
noting 
Heavy 
cigarette smokers are inclined 
to marked wrinkling of the face, 
particularly the crow’s feet at 
the edge of the eyes and the 
network of fine wrinkles. The 
heavy smoker may have a 


wrinkled face similar to that of 
a person 20 years older than his 
actual age. 
If more women reabzed that 
heavy cigarette smoking caused 
premature aging of their face, 
sperifically 
deep 
wrinkling, 
they might think twice about 
their habit You can do a bttle 
test on this and look around at 
your acquaintances and you will 
note that the heavy smokers 
more often have more deeply 
wrinkled

There are many causes for

AnaIvS'S of the tests showed 
the Russians are making prog­ 
ress toward perfecting M IRV 
guidance technology and all-im­ 
portant accuracy which have 
eluded them in the past. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird told Congress June 20 
that the Russians could move 
into the next stage, fhght-test- 
ing of MERV warheads, as ear­ 
ly as six to nine months from 
now. 
Over-all, it should take the 
Russians several more years 
before they can have a signifi­ 
cant number of combat-ready 
MIRVs on their missiles. 
The U.S.-Soviet agreement 
assures the Russians of a 2,359 
to 1,710 lead in ICBMs and sub- 
marine-launched ballistic mis­ 
siles. 
This country’s early mastery 
of M IRV technology is largely 
responsible 
for 
givir^ 
the 
United States a 5,700 to 2,500 
margin in strategic nuclear 
warheads. 
Both Air Force and Navy 
missile forces are well along in 
conversion to multiple war­ 
heads. 
Counting bomber loads, the 
United States will have an awe­ 
some 8.500 nuclear warheads in 
its strategic forces when the 
Minuteman and Poseidon con­ 
versions are finished within the 
next five years. 
The Minuteman has a rar^e 
of about 6,000 miles The Po­ 
laris and Poseidon each range 
about 2.800 miles. 
Kissinger has projected that 
“ We will have about three 
times as many warheads” as 
the Russians at the end of the 
five-year freeze on offensive 
missile launchers. 
It is during this five-year pe­ 
riod that the two sides pledge 
themselves to negotiate for 
more comprehensive limits on 
nuclear weaponry.

Thus, they argue that the 
United States must push ahead 
with qualitative improvements 
in its offensive weaponry in or­ 
der to maintain that strength, 
Nixon said on June 22 that, 
unless Congress approves what 


he called a continuing offensive 
prc^ram, “ the chance for a 
permanent agreement to limit 
such weapons would, in my 
opinion, be totally destroyed.” 
But Chairman J. W. Ful- 
bright. D-Ark., of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
told Laird June 21 that “ it will 
destroy the whole spirit of the 
agreement if you persist 
in 
seeking an advantage ’ with ad­ 
vanced strategic weapons. 
The Nixon administration’s 
plan for upgrading U.S. deter­ 
rent power contemplates relac­ 
ing the oldest Polaris subma­ 
rines, which cannot be con­ 
verted to Poseidon, with 10 of 
the much bigger Trident subs. 
Each Trident would mount 24 
missiles compared with 16 in 
the Polaris boats. 
The Trident missile would 
have about twice the reach of 
the 
most 
advanced 
Polaris 
weapon. 
If Congress approves, the 
first Tridents could be in oper­ 
ation in 1978. 
But congressional budget cut­ 
ters are gagging at the $10-bil- 
lion cost estimate for the Tri­ 
dent. 
Another weapon the adminis­ 
tration is proposing, although 
with a lower priority than the 
Trident sub, is the B1 bomber. 
This plane, intended to re­ 
place the elderly B52, is de­ 
signed to penetrate the kind of 
sophisticated air defenses that 
Russia is likelv to put up in the 
1980s. 
Among Its other weapons, 
each B1 could hurl as many as 
20 nuclear-tipped short-range 
missiles to knock out Soviet ra­ 
dar and antimissile sites and 
then attack Russian cities and 
military complexes 
Most U.S. bombers are B52s. 
The Air Force testified in 
March that 172 planes, nearly 
40 per cent of the B52 force, 
may have structural defects. 
Affected are mcxlels built back 
in the 1950s. 
Regardless of this, the ad­ 
ministration is facing rough 
weather in Congress because 
the B1 prices out at about $46 
million a copy for 241 proposed 
bombers 


The Russians never went in 
heavily for long-range bombers. 
They still have only about 140 
compared with 511 in the Amer­ 
ican fleet. 
But the Russians could be 
changing that strategy; they 
are known to have te.st flown a 
new 
supersonic 
swing-wing 
bomber code-named Backfire. 
The antimissile treaty has 
aroused little controversy so 
far. 


In essence, it limits each side 
to one ABM site for defense of 
its national capital and one site 


for protection of a field of inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles. 
The pact stipulates a ceiling 
of 100 ABM interceptor missiles 
at each site, and re.stricts asso­ 
ciated radars. 
The Russians have had an 
ABM complex with 64 launch­ 
ers in place around Moscow for 
some time. The treaty would 


allow them to thicken that 
shield with 36 more defensive 
missiles. 
The Soviet ICBM site to be 
protected under the treaty will 
be one located at least 300 
miles from Moscow. 
On the U.S. side, construction 
will continue on an ABM site to 
guard 
Minuteman • missiles* 
based in the area of Grand' 
Forks, N.D. Work on the Wash­ 
ington site has not yet been au­ 
thorized by Congress.

mentioned to Murphy “ either the Foreign 
Minister or any relative” of Dictator 
Tornjos Both agents, who are subject to 
the ambassador’s orders, signed the letter 


Say re delivered the letter, along with a 
“ Dear Tony ” note and a State Department 
slap at our column, to the foreign minister 
Meanwhile, the State IX*partment instead
